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Dismiss 192 GC teachers; administrators’ pay cut 10%

The deficit-plagued Granite City 
Board -of Education reduced ad- 
ministrators’ pay by 10 percent Tues- 
day night and honorably dismissed 192 
teachers. Both actions 7 for the July 
1983-June 1984 school yes 

Describing the staff if reduction as an 
“agony,” Superintendent B. J. Davis 
said it is an unavoidable step. He noted 

“that, even with the cutbacks, a full 
“finaneial “‘turn-around”’ will ‘not be 
achieved in '83-84. 

‘The list of 192 being dismissed ranges 
from hiring dates of Jan. 4, 1982, back to 
Jan, 1968. State law requires that 
‘such dismissals be made in reverse 


order of, seniority, subject to the need 
for various teaching specialties 

At a public hearing on the dismissals, 
Ben Schutzenhofer, first vice president 
of the Granite City Federation of 
Teachers—and one of the 192 being 
dismisséd—described the, staff reduc- 
tion as having ‘‘a devastating impact on 
the ability of teachers to serve students

Notices of honorable dismissal for 23 
faculty members in the Venice School 
District were authorized Monday night 
by the Venice Board of Education. The 
action followed a Vent hearing. 

Seventeen teachers at Venice-Lincoln 
‘Technical Center and six at the Venice 
grade and high schools will receive 

rable dismissal notices this week. 
‘The notices, however, do not necessari- 
-ly mean that the teachers will not be 
rehired next school year. 

School districts are required to notify 
teachers. of their’ possible dismissal 
within 60 days of the end of a school 
year and must hold a public hearing, in 

pliance with jis Law. 

17 faculty bers iat the adult 
ational school getting 
notices.comprise the entire staff, with 
exception of two vocational certified in- 
structors in the welding and machine 
shops, Venice Superintendent .of 

Robert Vickers said. 

-Neither of the two instructors is in a 

position to “bump” a teacher in the 


public schools, should financing of the 
adult center be discontinued, he ex- 
plained. 

The Venice School District has a total 
of 31 teaching personnel in the elemen- 
tary and high schools and 17, plus the 
two certified instructors, at Venice- 
Lincoln Technical. 

Most of those receiving notices have 
16. or fewer yedrs of. teaching ex- 
perience. However, one teacher at 
Venice-Lincoln has 25 years in the 
teaching field, the administrator said 

“For at least the past 13 years, we've 
had to issue the notices to teachers at 
the technical center to protect 
overselves in the event there is further 
cutback of funds,” Superintendent 
Vickers said. 

Venice-Lincoln is financed with 
federal and state funds and ad- 
ministered by the local school district. 

Last March, hofiorable dismissal 
notices were delivered to 23 Venice 
teachers, most of whom were subse- 
quently rehired. 

Forty dismissals were issued to facul-

Delay in response to accident 
may result in mutu

A tragic incident this month in whic! 
a young woman was trapped in her car 
for 20 minutes without rescue or 
medical attention, despite serious in- 
juries, may result in better cooperation 
between area ambulance services and 
fire department rescue units, Ed Mor- 
ton, manager of the Granite City Divi- 
sion of Campbell Ambulance Service 
said last week. 

Morton said discussions are being in- 
itiated with Nameoki Township Super- 
visor Harry Briggs and with area am- 
bulance and rescue services to form a 
“mutual aid pact,” so the trapped and 
injured can get prompt aid from the 
nearest emergency service after an ac- 
cident 

The young woman, Christina com. 
16, was listed in serious condition in the 
intensive care-unit at Firmin Desloge 
Hospital, St. Louis. She was taken there 
by Campbell. 

‘A late-season snowstorm coated most 


Quad-City area roads with ice and | 


several major accidents followed. The 
relatively-new Campbell Ambulance. 
Service found itself swamped with calls 
and had no way of knowing which had 
serious injuries involved and which 
were minor injuries. Within 45 minutes, 


the service was dispatched to six ac- 
cidents; two:of a serious nature involv- 
ing people trapped in cars. 

Extra Campbell ambulancé crews 
were called out from their homes in 
Granite City, but the stand-by crew 
assigned to the most serious accident 
had to drive on icy streets to Pontoon 
Beach to get an ambulance and then 
drive from Pontoon Beach to the Mc- 
Cambridge Avenue viaduct southeast 
of Madison, where they found the young 
woman trapped and seriously injured. 

The Madison. Fire Department 
Rescue Squad. was summoned at that 
point to free her and she was taken to 
St. Elizabeth Medical Center, approx- 
imately 30 minutes after the accident. 

Morion stressed that the ambulance 
had to wait at the scene more than 10 
minutes for the Madison Rescue Squad 
to arrive and free her. ‘‘I don’t think 20 
minutes (between the initial call and 
the time the ambulance arrived):is out 
of line, considering the condition of the 
roads that night,” Morton said. 

He noted, however, that faster 
‘emergency service could have been 
provided if the Madison County 
sheriff's deputies, who were first on the 
scene, or the state police troopers who 
handled the accident had-immediately 
called Madison for a rescue unit to free

“When the rescue truck goes out, a 
(Madison) ambulance does too. They 
(the officers on the scene) should know 
better. ‘The first department there 
should evaluate the scene and deter- 
imine if a rescue truck is needed. That's 
their duty, not ours,’ Morton said. 

Morton added that he would like to 
see a mutual aid pact, so officers on an 
accident scene can determine what am- 
bulance service can provide the 
quickest service. “‘I’m for it 100 per- 
cent. All I am interested in is the care 
and. transportation of the people,” he 
added - 

Without such a pact, he concedes, 20- 
minute waits for an ambulance may not 
be uncommon during future ice storms, 
since Campbell operates only three am- 
bulances and they may all be busy with 
other calls are received. 

“I know one thing. When we have 
weather like that again, I will have all 
my men ready, in their ambulances,” 
he added. 

However, he noted, during normal 
weather, ‘It is impossible for a 
privately-owned ambulance service, 
such as ours, to have the ambulances 
manned™4 hours a day. We'have to call 
people out.””,

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County patients

The Madison County 
Board last week voted to 
purchase 50 orthobiotic rock- 
ing chairs for the Madison 
County Nursing Home. 

Some members of the Cen- 
tral Services Committee in 
January had asked that the 
county purchase the chairs 
without advertising for bids 
in order to ‘‘save money.” 

The county, however, did 
not spend as much as had 
been anticipated, even in- 
cluding the cost of advertis- 
ing. The chairs will be 
bought from Red Line, Inc., 
of St.Louis at $179 a chair. 
The total cost is $8,521 ‘ 

The vendor had told the 
committee that the price of 
the chairs was going up, and 
that is why members wanted 
to purchase the chairs in 
January. The purchasing or- 
dinance. .however, 
the county to advertise for 
bids on purchases exceeding 
$2,000. 

In other action, the board 
approved.a shared food pur- 


chasing program for the nur- 
sing home, sheltered care 
home, detention home and 
jail. 

The. county anticipates 
saving about $21,900 through 
joint food buying, contracted 
for through the Providence 
Management and Marketing 
Services, Granite City. 

The county will pay the 
company 2.5 percent of 
money spent each month for 
the nursing, sheltered care 
and detention homes. For 
the jail, the county is to pay 
2.75 percent of the total spent 
each month, Overall costs 
are expected to decrease.

Venice Park race, water 
slide project on ballot 


Venice Park . District 
voters will be asked April 12 
to select two park commis- 
sioners and decide the fate of 
a proposed $200,000 . bond 
issue needed to construct a 
water amusement area in 
Lee Park, Venice. 

Park commissioners voted 
last.January to include the 
special proposition that 
would enable the district to 
take out .general obligation 
bonds for construction of a 
water slide, adult buimper- 
car boat area, concession 
stand and restrooms. 

The Rev. John Henry 
Williams, board president, is 
supporting the project, 
which he views as a “‘once in 
a lifetime opportunity” for 
both the district and the 
community. According to 
the. president, the project 
will bring jobs to:Venice and 
be the only major summer 
recreation in the city. 

Also backing the bond 

is incumbent Board 
Member . Earl W. Hogan, 
who faces opponent Thomas 
Scaturro for a six-year term 
board opening. Calvin 
Ratliff has no opposition: for 
the four-year unexpired 
term remaining of former 
commissioner John Gard- 
ner. 

Hogan, 36, of 221 Kerr St., 
Venice, was appointed to the 
Venice Park Board in June 
after Gardner's resignation. 
He served on the Venice 
Community Unit District. 3 
Board of Education for three 
years. 

He was an employee of the 
Venice Street Department 
for 12 years and is now a 
maintenance worker for 
American Car and Foundry, 
St. Louis. He has’been a resi- 
dent of the area 33 years and 

‘aduated from .St. Mark's 

hool and Venice High

State Rep. Sam Wolf of ‘ 
Granite City this week an- 
nounced his’ support of a 
resolution supporting Con- 
gressional repeal of the new 
federal interest withholding 
law. 

The law requires that 10 
percent of ‘interest and 
dividends. be withheld. by 
savings institutions to insure 
that the income tax is pi 

‘This law. unfairly 
penalizes the majority of law 
abiding citizens who pay in- 
come taxes on interest and 
dividends. By automatically 
withholding 10 percent, the 
federal government now has 
its hands in people's bank ac- 
counts,” he said. 

Wolf, who ‘serves on the 
Public. Employees Pension 
Laws Commission as well as 
being chairman of the Pen- 
sion Committee in the Il- 
linois House, said the law is 
particularly) damaging to 
senior citizens and retired or 
disabled persons who are liv- 
ing off their savings. 

“This law also discourages 
saving and investment at a 
time when our national | 
policy is to encourage and 
stimulate both programs,” 
Wolf-said. 

The current law would also 
eliminate taxpayers’ chance 
to earn additional income 
through compound interest 
when the interest is withheld 
initially. 

“It is clear,’ Wolf said, 
“that this is simply an exam- 
ple of government puflishing 
everyone when a few are at 
fault. It is an untimely. and 
burdensome law not only for 
the individuals that it affec’ 
but also to the savings i 
stitutions that will be respon- 
sible for withholding the 
funds. 

“If banks and other sav: 
ings institutions are burden- 
ed with additional ad. 
ministrative duties in servic- 
ing customer accounts, then 
they will probably pay less 
interest to their depositors. I 
urge repeal."’

Venice studies ambulance issue

Concerns. over which am- 
bulance servite can best 
serve the residents of Venice 
were discussed by aldermen 
at Tuesday night’s meeting 
of the Venice City Council. 

Some dissatisfaction was 
expressed about ambulance 
service and Fourth Ward 
Alderman Victor Valentine 
Sr. asked if the chief of the 
Madison Ambulance Service 
could be invited to a meeting 
to explain the Madison am- 
bulance program. 

His request was reiterated 
by Second Ward Alderman 
George Mangiaracino, who 
reported hearing some com- 
plaints about the current ser- 
vice provided by Camp- 
bell’s. 

Third Ward Alderman 
George Lewis suggested if 
the Madison officials came 


and talked with the council - 


that “maybe 4 better ar- 
rangement could be worked 
out.” He also added that a 
statement attributed to an 
official that Venice was to be 


excluded from the service 
was untrue, according to 
what he had learned. 

At a recent meeting, it was 
reported that Madison fire 
and ambulance service was 
being offered to all unin- 
corporated areas of Venice 
Township, starting March 1. 

Some discussion focused 
on Campbell Ambulance 
Service bejng located in Pon- 
toon Beach and the time con- 
sumed in traveling that 
distance should someone suf- 
fer a heart attack and need 
immediateattention. 

Mayor Echols commented 
that Campbell had agreed 
that if calls from Venice 
were excessive the firm 
would station an ambulance 
in the community, “But not 
for four calls a week,” he ad- 
ded. 

Agreeing that the propos- 
ed Madison service rates are 
comparable to Campbell’s, 
the mayor said, ‘My qualms 
are about what would be the 
nature of the case once the 
ambulance is paid for. It 
would be beneficial because 


the service is closer. : 

“But would we get any 
guarantee on the price, or 
would it be like Granite City 
and start out at $90 a call and 
go up to $140." 

Alderman Valentine sug- 
gested, ‘For the sake, of the 
area, we should meet with 
Madison. .We can throw 
words around all we want, 
but we can't get service for 
the citizens of Venice unless 
we negotiate with Madison.”* 

He mentioned a recent 
case in which an ambulance 
was unavailable and 
response time to an accident 
was more than 20 minutes 
and stated, ‘‘We must look to 
the future ‘and the state 
statutes read that we have 
that responsibility to our 
citizens.”” 

Under the present’ rate 
schedule with Campbell, the 
City of Venice is charged on- 
ly'$49 per ambulance call. for 
local basie service, equal to 
the public aid reimburse- 
ment rate, should a patient 
be unable to pay the bill. 

In the bill list at Tuesday’s 


meeting was the first pay- 
ment to Campbell’s since thé 
service was inaugurated, 
Alderman Fleig noted. 

“The city is not financially 
prepared to pay bills in- 
definitely,’’ the mayor 
stated. 

He mentioned one Venice 
residents. who has been 
taken 18 times to a Sf Louis 
“hospital. ‘Hi is $140 
a month and it costs $160 a 
call to St.Louis,” he said. 

He also suggested the 
aldermen attend a public 
hearing on the. Venice 
Township general budget 
and Federal Revenue Shar- 
ing, scheduled at 7 p.m. 
Tuesday, March 29, at the 
township office, 1502 Fifth 
St.,. Madison. 

Mayor Echols advised 
council members to take 
part in the hearing after 
questions. were raised about 
the township’s authority to 
allocate money from 
revenue sharing funds for 
the purchase of a second am- 
bulance for the city of 
Madison. 


Caliber of future GC instruction is challenged 


The spokesman for 
Granite City Local 743 of the 
American Federation of 
‘Teachers at a public hearing 
on 192 faculty dismissals was 
Bernard: ‘‘Ben’’ 
Schutzenhofer, one of the 
192. 

A resource teacher at 
Grigsby Junior High School, 
he is first vice president of 
the local and also editor of its 
publication, Local Logic 

Addressing the Board of 
Education Tuesday night, he 
questioned the future quality 
of instruction if class size is 
increased markedly. 

Presenting ‘the Federa! 
tion’s response to the 1983-84 
staff ‘reductions ordered by 
the School Board, he 
estimated the teaching staff 
cutback at 25 to’ 30 percent 
and predicted it “‘will signal 
the end of the high-quality 
educational system the com- 
munity and parents of 
Granite City have come to 
expect. 

“Cuts this deep cannot 
take place without having a 
devastating impact on the 
ability of teachers to serve 
students in their classrooms. 

“Class sizes in District 
Nine. are| presently 22 to 25 
students per class,'* 
Schutzenhofer said. 

“Estimates for next year 
place this at about 35 
students per class. An in- 
crease to this size will make 
it very difficult for teachers 
to deal with the individual 
needs of students,’’ he 
assrted. 

Schuféenhofer said Board 
President Donald Stucke 
voted against the cutbacks in 
a5-2 tally Feb. 1. 

He quoted Stucke as say- 
ing, “The overall impact of 
this plan would be too great 
for the district to over- 
come,” and commented that 
he agreed with this senti- 
ment. 

Schutzenhofer said, ““Cuts 
in staff of the magnitude con- 
templated by the board will 
destroy the quality of the 
educational program. 

“Crowded classes and the 
adoption of a much less ef- 
fective method of ability 
grouping will make it unlike- 
ly for students to obtain the 
skills they will need later to 
compete for jobs.”” 

He next quoted School 
Treasurer Dewey Melton as 


introducing ‘‘two small tax 
increases’. at the Dec. 21 
board meeting, each failing 
for lack of a second to the 
motion. 

Schutzenhofer told the 
board Tuesday night, “Mr. 
Melton was correct when he 
argued, ‘The things we (the 
board) are planning: to do 
are not educationally sound.’ 


The teacher asserted, 
“Either increase would 
have, in a small way, im- 
proved the district’s finan- 
cial picture and lessened the 
magnitude of the cuts. 

“Even more relevant to 
the current financial situa- 
tion, approval of either item 
would have been a positive. 
action by the board to im- 
prove its financial position 
without resorting exclusive- 
ly to dismantling the quality 
educational system which 
has taken years to nurture 
and develop. 

“The Federation agrees 
with Supt. B. J. Davis’ com- 
ments at the Dec: 18 board 
meeting that ‘the district is 
not greatly overstaffed, it is 
underfinanced. 
of underfinan 
necessary 
will be detrimental to 
purpose of why schools ex- 
ist—to educate the youth of 
our society to the best of our 
abilities."’ 

Schutzenhofer said Local 
743 is asking school officials 
to “take an action .which 
would -express compassion 
and regard for the teachers 
whom they are dismissing 
by guaranteeing to them 
recall rights beyond the cur- 
rent one-year limit. : 


“These people have served- 


this district for many years, 
and they have contributed to 
the improvement of the 
system and the community.

“To deny these teachers this op-

students the opportunity to enrich their 
lives through association with these 
dedicated individuals. 

“I implore everyone interested in 
quality education to seek and support 
measures that will reverse the present 
economic conditions that have brought 
us to this night. 

“Unless concerned citizens help us 
seek the necessary financial resources, 
1 am afraid this scene will be repeated 
in future years. The need for action is 
now.

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60% tuition hike is opposed by governor 


Governor James R. 
Thompson said Monday that 
drastic reductions contained 
in‘a staff report for Illinois’ 
higher education budget are 
unacceptable and can be 
avoided through his four- 
year financial plan. 

“The reductions recom- 
mended by the staff of the 
Board of Higher Education 
are not acceptable to me,” 
the governor said. 

“We need a strong univer- 
sity and college system to 
meet the needs of the future. 
We can avoid these proposed 
cuts by adopting the fiscal 
plan that I have laid out.” 

Staff recommendations 
would increase tuition by 
about 60 percent for 
undergraduates. 

They also would reduce 
faculty and staff by another 
four percent at . public 
universities, neduce funds

District Tuesday. Baker, Kehoe and. 190 other 
teachers were honorably dismissed from their posi- 
tions. It is possible one of the two could be hired 
back before the beginning of the school year, but 
" distirct administrators indicate few teachers will be 
rehired before the 1983-84 school year. 

District administrators will have a difficult task 
ahead of them in the next few months. They will 

. have-the task of filling coaching positions at the new 
Granite City High School. In some sports like soc- 
cer, track and girls’ softball, the district will have to 
hire a new coach, while in others, the district will 
have the difficult choise of chosing one of the head 

_ eoaches from North or South to coach the new team. 

Granite City is easily the best soccer city in Il- 
linois, and the question of who will fill the head soc- 
cer job is difficult. 

According to Joseph Fedora, administrative 
assistant for athletics and physical education, the 
eis would prefer to hire someone from inside 

‘school district to coach the various teams. 

‘The only soccer coaches who remain are South 
assistant coach Mel Bunting and North assistant 
coach David Ames. Both will be teaching social 
‘studies in the district next year. 

On paper, it would appear one of those: two 
coaches would be likely to get the job, but there are 
other considerations that have to be made. > 

For instance, either Baker or Kehoe could be call- 
ed back to teach next year. Both coaches have 
taught in the district for 10 years, but Baker has a 
much better chance of being called back to teach. 
Baker is an English teacher, and Kehoe is a 

jical education teacher. 

f all the teachers ahead of Baker in seniority, on- 
ly two others teach high school English. On the 
other hand, physical education was one of the 
teacl areas severely cut back, and it is unlikely 
many physical education teachers will be rehired. 

‘The other alternative if both Bakex.and Kehoe are 
not coaching next season and both {pd outside jobs 
is that the district could hire a coach who works out- 
side the district.

Fedora indicated the district is likely to take a 
“walt-and-see”’ stand on the soccer coaching posi- 
tion. Assignments for extracurricular activities are 
usually made in June, but Fedora indicated some of 
the assisgnments may be postponed because of 

, possible teacher call-backs. . 

One thing is for sure, the district will lose at least 
one of the best soccer coaches in the state no matter 
who the district chooses. Baker has led South to six - 
state soccer championships. North has never wona 
state championship in soccer, but most of the time, 
it was South who took the Steelers out, of the state 
playoffs. i 

Baker wag named the 1962-national high schoo! 
coach of the year, and Kehoe has coached profes- 
sional soccer. 

There is also the possibility one of the coaches 
could be hired by the Granite City Center of 
Belleville Area College to coach its soccer team. 

‘Coaches with the reputations of Baker and Kehoe 
could also find jobs at other high schools, junior col- 
leges, universities and perhaps even the profes- 
sional ranks. It is likely that both will receive offers 
to go elsewhere, but the problem for many schools is 
that they don’t need new teachers even though they 
mayneedanewcoach. 

Baker and Kehoe are not the only area soccer 
coaches who may not have a teaching position next 
year. Bruno Gwardys, who has built a respectable 
‘soccer program at Edwardsville, was also dismiss- 
ed from his teaching position recently because of 
budget cuts in the Edwardsville School District.

“Two girls’ didn’t come 
back from our undefeated 
seventh-grade team this 
year, because they moved,” 
Sikora said. “‘But two.more 
girls came and fit in so 
perfectly that it didn’t really 
hurt us.” .

While he doesn’!

“When I first started in 
this sport, I noticed that a lot 
of the women coaches had 
their teams playing a very 
reserved type of basket- 
ball,” Sikora said. “We 
always liked. to use the full- 
court press and it was very 
effective. Now the women 
coaches are teaching it to 
their teams, too.”” 

Sikora admitted that there 
are still some differences in 
the style of play.

But overall, he concluded,

| 8% levy rise; 
-2nd-yr. loans

Looking farther into the 
future than usual. the 
Granite City Board of 
Education on Tuesday night 
adopted an estimated 1983 
tax levy of $9,372,046, com- 
pared to an approximate 
1982 levy of $8,612,468 and an 
actual 1981 levy of $8,239,384. 

Reporting a potential 
8.8195 percent rise in the real 
estate tax levy for schools, 
Norman S. Owea, director of 
finance, said current plann- 
ing is based on an approx- 
imate 1982 assessed valua- 
tion of $258,413,993 and an 
estimated 1983 assessment 
of $273 million. 

“The recommended tax 
levy is needed (now instead, 
Of next fall) for us to borrow 
second-year tax anticipation 
warrants this year,” he said. 

“In May or June 1983, we 
should receive an actual 1982 
extended levy {rom the coun- 
ty clerk. It is planned to then 
present an amended 1983 
levy along with an amended 
1983-84 budget.”” 

‘The board enacted the new 
levy and a budget -that lists 
total disbursements of 
$26,888,862 for education, 
$2,189,200 for building, 
$1,325,422 for transportation, 
$576,325 for municipal retire- 
ment and $156,654 for work- 
ing cash.. 

Deficits are pjected as 
$7,364,515 in education 
fund .and $961,922 in the 

fund as of July 1, 
1983, worsening to $8,526,832 
and $580,583 on June 30, 1984. 

Owea and Board Member 
Monroe Worthen, an accoun- 
tant, stressed that many of 
the figures wil) have to be 
revised as more exact 
revenue information 
becomes available in 1983, 
including assessments and 
state aid.

\Owea commented, “Our

;Since it has been pro- 
jected that our borrowing 
needs for 1982-83 will be 
$7,682,027 and we will have 
issued $6,130,000 in first-year 
warrants, we will require an 
estimated $1,552,027 in 
second-year education war- 
rants.”

$6,961,500 in real estate taxes 
for education, $1,023,750 for 
building, $327,600 for 
transportation, $136,500 for 
working’ cash, $535,000 for 
municipal retirement,

safety, environmental: and 
energy conservation and 
$251,116 for tort immunity.

Guilty plea 
by Miller 


Arthur. Miller Jr., 35, 
Granite City, slated to be a 
key witness in the May 9 trial 
of his brother-in-law, 
Thomas R. Brimberry, 
pleaded guilty Wednesday to 
mail fraud and conspiracy to 
impede the Internal 
Revenue Service.

‘The Orthodox churches of 
the greater St. Louis area 
will celebrate the Sunday of 
Orthodoxy this year with a 
Vespers Service at S.S. Con- 
stantine. and Helen Greek 
‘Orthodox Church, Huntwood 
Rd., Belleville, on March 27 
at4 p.m. 

On the first Sunday of its 
Great Lent - this year March 
27..- the Orthodox Church 
celebrates its very claim to 
this title in the commemora- 
tion known as the Sunday (or 
Triumph) of Orthodoxy. In 
the Orthodox Church a 
tremendous theological bat- 
tle was waged with varying 
intensity, though with mark- 
ed persistence, between the 
years 730-843 over the ap- 
propriateness of using and 
venerating holy images 
(ikons) with the life of the 
church's worship. 

Historically, this is known 
as the “‘Iconoclastic Con- 
troversy.”” The Orthodox 
faithful prevailed when, on 
March 11, 843, during the 
reign of the young Byzantine 
emperior Michael III and his 
mother Theodora, who was 
acting as regent, ‘an. im- 
pressive liturgical service 
was celebrated in which the 
veneration of ikons was 
solemnly restored never 
again to be challenged. 

This specific event is the 
historical basis for the Sun- 
day of Orthodoxy, 
éelebrated to this day with a 

liturgical procession of ikons 
‘in which the. faithful pro- 
claim ‘their liturgical, 
spiritual, and theological 
continuity with the Holy 
‘Tradition of the church. 


The ikon has been aptly 
called a “window into eterni- 
ty” and “theology in color,” 
for in the painted image - be 
it of Christ, His Mother or a 
saint|- the same divine reali- 
ty as expressed in the writ- 
ten word in Holy Scripture is 
manifested. The ikon is a vi- 
sion pf man and the world il- 
luminated by the grace of 
the/ Holy Spirit, a 
transfiguration which gives 
to the beholder a glimpse of 
the Kindgm of God. 

For this reason the ikon is 
not to be considerd in isola- 
tion - simply as work of art 
or @ museum piece - but 
within the realm of the com- 
munal and private worship 
of Orthodox believers. Of the 
greatest importance, 
however, is the fact that the 
ikon witnesses to the in- 
carnation, the Christian pro- 
clamation that God became 
man in, the person of Jesus 
Christ, in order that man 
may again be in communion 
with God. All of matter has 
been blessed and sanctified, 
and has bécome a bearer of 
the holy, because God has 
assumed the material crea- 
tion in becoming man. 

Hence, the Sunday of Or- 
thodoxy, is ultimately the 
witness of the triumph of the 
truth of the Incarnation of 
Jesus Christ and all of its. im- 
plications, rather than simp- 
ly a victory of ‘the use of 
religious art in the church, 
according to the Rev 
Stephen’ Kostoff, pastor of 
S.S| Cyril and - Methody 
Eastern Orthodox Church, 
Granite City.

Illinois must spend more 
money on higher education 
to prepare our citizens and 
our economy for the pro- 
found changes which Illinois 
will be facing over the next 
decades. And spending more 
money can only occur if we 
increase taxes, and increase 
them significantly. 7 

Three considerations sup- 
port the idea that we muyst 
invest now to improve our 
future: (1) the trend of our 
economy and the implica- 
tions for our citizens of that 
trend; (2) the ten-year old 
budget difficulties faced by 
higher education in Illinois; 
and (3) the significance of 
recently approved Illinois 
Board of Higher Education 
(IBHE) budget increase re- 
quests in relation to 
economic development in 
the state. 

First, our economy. We 
must not allow the recession 
to mask . fundamental 
economic shifts profoundly 
affecting Hlinois, 

Our state and nation are 
moving from an economy 
dominated by agriculture 
and heavy industry to one 
heavily dependent on service 
and high technology in- 
dustries. 

Today, three percent of 
our labor force feeds our 
population, whereas in 1900 
it took 40 percent. Maufac- 
turing accounts for 32. per- 
cent of the labor force, as op- 
posed-to 69 percent during 
the post-World War II boom. 

These jobs in agriculture 
and manufacturing are be- 
ing replaced by jobs in ser- 
vice and high technology 
areas: 

Today, about 46 percent of 
our labor force is employed 
in information development, 
delivery, services or regula- 
tion. 

In this new ‘economic 
world, the word “productivi- 
ty” takes on new meaning. 

According to economist 
Edward Denison, the two 


college fund hike is essential 


most important factors in 
U.S. productivity are: (1) 
the introduction of new 
knowledge (from basic and 
applied research) and (2) 
the amount of education that 
employees have received. 

Providing educational op- 
portunities and creating new 
knowledge are the historical 
and essential missions of Il- 
linois colleges and univer- 
sities. i 

Without a strong system of 
higher education, our cur- 
rent competitive position 
and our future competitive 
potential, economically, will 
be lost. y 

A nationwide study con- 
ducted for the Joint 
Economic Committee of the 
U.S. Congress recently con- 
cluded that the Midwest is in 
a prime. position to benefit 
from the expansion of high 
technology industries. 

It also revealed that the 
presence of quality 
academic institutions and 
the availabjlity of quality 
educated manpower are 
prime factors in determining 
the location of such in- 
dustries. 

Clearly, our economy is 
changing. Clearly, also, 
never before in our history 
has there.been a greater 
need for what higher educa- 
tion has to offer. 

Second, the financial dif- 
ficulties facing higher 
education in this state: 

1. State support for higher 
education has declined dur- 
ing the last decade by 29 per- 
cent in uninflated dollars. 
This decline has come dur- 
ing a period when 
enrollments increased by 35 
percent. 

2. am ten-year record 
of financial support. for 
higher education is one of the 
worst in the nation. Illinois 
ranks 50th among the 50 
states in the percentage in- 
crease in operating funds for 
tigher education during the 
last decade.

This increase will-greatly 
assist those students who 
wish to attend a private 
schoo! and will also provide 
much needed financial 
assistance to private col- 
leges and universities. 

If no. tax increase is for- 
thcoming to fund the IBHE 
budget, the recént ‘‘dooms- 
day” budget presented by 
Governor Thompson will 
result in great damage to Il- 
linois higher education — 
and will effectively 


eliminate the major con- 
tribution to economic 
recovery which it could 
deliver if adequately funded. 

If one. believes that 
economic circumstances are 
changing and that human 
capital will be our greatest 
resource in the future, as I 
do, then it’s clear that higher 
education must play a major 
role in this state's future 
economic development and 
that a tax increase is 
necessary-for the welfare of 
everyone in Illinois. 

A parable that I par- 
ticularly like is pertinent. It 
concerns a retired French 
diplomat who returned from 
a tour of Southern America 
with a rare tree for his 
garden. 2» 

He gave the tree to his” 
gardener, who immediately 
began investigating the pro- 
per method of nurturing it. 
In a short while, ‘the 
gardener came to the Fren- 
chman and told him that 
even with proper care the 
tree would not blossom for 20. 
years. 

Without hesitation, the 
Frenchman responded, 
“Very well, we must not 
waste time, we must plant 
the tree today.” 

Today is not too soon to 
begin planting that tree, for 
the benefit of our children 
and our grandchildren.
